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Greenbelt Legion Post #136 Hosts 
Rolling Thunder Contingent, Again 


More than 400 motorcycles 
rolled out of the parking lot at 
the Greenbelt American Legion 
Post 136 at 8:45 a.m. on Sun- 
day, May 25 for the “Ride to 
the Wall” at the Vietnam Me- 
morial to celebrate Memorial 
Day. The Legion had provided a 
breakfast prior to departure with 
the swamped volunteers trying 
hard to keep up with the demand 
for eggs, bacon, biscuits, coffee 
and juice. The Post 136 group 
formed its own parade which 
started down Greenbelt Road and 
made a U-turn at Greenbelt Park 
to get back to the Baltimore- 
Washington Parkway. 

The procession continued on 
to Kenilworth Avenue and down 
to Howard Road, across the Fred- 
erick Douglas Bridge to Inter- 
state 395 and then into the Mall 
area. While a few of the riders 
broke off to go to the staging 
area for the actual parade of 
motorcycles through Washington, 
most followed police escorts to 
parking areas where they rested 
their two-wheeled vehicles (and a

few three-wheelers) on their side 
stands and walked to Constitution 
Avenue. 

Many of the cycles held two 
riders who were accompanied on 
other bikes by friends. My wife 
and I rode my Yamaha Road 
Star and my nephew rode his 
Harley Classic slightly ahead of 
us. Many wore their “leathers” 
(vests and jackets) which mostly 
proclaimed their Harley-Davidson 
affiliation, although some also 
contained references to various 
riding groups and previous “Roll- 
ing Thunder” episodes. 

Some showed flags on their 
clothing and many of the motor- 
cycles were festooned with Amer- 
ican flags of various sizes as well 
as the black flag extolling the 
continuing search and memory of 
MIAs-POWSs (Missing-In-Action, 
Prisoner-of-War). 

We were with a group that 
was directed to a parking area on 
the other side of the 14th Street 
Bridge near Haines Point. It 
was quite a trek to the Wall as 
we ambled along the Tidal Basin, 


through the FDR Memorial, past 
the Lincoln Memorial and the 
stage erected for later ceremonies 
and onto Constitution Avenue. 
There a group of tents had been 
pitched to house merchants and 
food vendors in an area aptly 
called “Thunder Alley.” We 
bought T-shirts and pins that ap- 
propriately marked the event and 
walked back across the Avenue 
to await the start of the parade 
at noon. It was humbling to see 
so many veterans in the area, 
many wearing clothing marking 
their service in the Vietnam War 
or their support for those who 
served. 

We stayed and viewed the 
first 30 minutes of the parade 
(which lasted four hours) and 
then headed back to the lot and 
to our starting point. The Le- 
gion held a reception afterward 
on the lawn for the returning 
bikers. It also sponsored the 
memorial celebration the next 
morning at Roosevelt Center as

Final Budget Worksession Posits 
10% Property Assessment Boost 


After starting a half hour late 
following an extended closed-door 
executive meeting, the Greenbelt 
City Council tackled the city 
manager’s proposed budget for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 
2009. They disposed of it quick- 
ly thereafter with tentative deci- 
sions at the final budget work- 
session on May 21. The upshot 
was a slightly bigger budget than 
initially proposed ($17,700 more) 
with no increase in real property 
tax rates. 

Staff revisions of estimates 
for revenues and major expenses 
turned up most of the money 
council used to add expenses to 
the budget. Fees were increased 
for the inspection of apartments: 
1) after determining that city fees 
were low as compared to those in 
other jurisdictions and 2) in order 
to hire another inspector so there 
could be full-time inspection at 
the Springhill Lake apartments. 

While the tax rate will not 
increase for property owners, 
most Greenbelt homeowners 
who continue to live in the same 
house, including those living in 
the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. coop- 
erative and condominium owners, 
can expect a property tax increase 
of about 10 percent. This results 
from the second-year phase-in 
of property assessment increases 
based upon last year’s reassess- 
ment by the state of all property 
within the city.

For most Greenbelt properties 
these reassessments resulted in 
new values more than 30 percent 
greater than the previous assess- 
ments. Under state law assess- 
ment increases must be phased-in 
over a three-year period with no 
more than a 10 percent increase 
permitted in any one year. Home 
purchasers, however, do not ben- 
efit from the phase-in and are 
taxed at the home’s full assessed 
value. 

Previous Meetings 

In a series of previous workses- 
sions during the last two months, 
council heard budget presentations 
from each of the city departments 
and other interested parties, asked 
questions and made individu- 
al proposals for possible budget 
changes. Following the final 
budget worksession council held 
another formal public hearing on 
May 27. Final budget adoption 
and enactment of an appropria- 
tion ordinance are scheduled for 
council’s June 2 meeting. Until 
final adoption it is still possible 
for council to make changes on 
any budget matter even though 
tentative final decisions have al- 
ready been made. 

Mayor’s Proposal 

After giving councilmembers 
a chance to ask questions and 
to make proposals for budget 
changes, Mayor Judith Davis 
distributed copies of her proposed 
budget changes, titled J’s Budget 


Proposal. This proposal included 
many changes council had dis- 
cussed in previous worksessions 
plus some proposals of her own. 

In general, most councilmem- 
bers were satisfied with the pro- 
posal. The major exception came 
from Councilmember Rodney 
Roberts, who objected to the pro- 
posal because it increased taxes. 
He considered the proposal to 
increase fees for apartment in- 
spections to be a tax. 

He also objected because the 
proposal would provide for added 
personnel, a continued expense 
in future years. (Davis, in her 
proposal, had noted those ex- 
penses and had added revenues 
that would carry on into future 
years.) 

Davis asked Roberts if he had 
a plan of his own. She indicated 
that she thought he said he would 
offer one. But Roberts said he 
had no plan and did not support 
any additions to the budget. 

Councilmember Leta Mach 
said that Davis’ plan should re- 
flect staff estimates for the in- 
creased apartment inspection fees. 
Following her comment $100 was 
added to the Davis proposal of 
$72,000. 

Mach also asked Director of 
Planning and Community Devel- 
opment Celia Craze how soon 
she could add another inspector.

These are the 
print-quality PDF files sent to 
the newspaper publisher and 
will now be offered for sale 
in either a CD or a DVD for- 
mat as a fundraising project. 
They will be available during 
Sunday’s Artful Afternoon in 
the News Review office. 

Minor editing to make the 
archives more readable has 
been performed, such as remov- 
ing registration marks and color 
bars. In the past, when an 1s- 
sue was unusally large it was 
divided into multiple PDF files. 
These files have been reunited 
so that each newspaper issue 
is a single file. Unfortunately, 
the Co-op Supermarket ads 
were not archived and are not 





included; however, this is being 
addressed for 2008 issues. 

The PDF files, one per is- 
sue, are quite large. Most files 
are in the 4-10 megabyte range. 
The largest PDF file, at close 
to 25 megabytes, is the issue 
chronicling the 2006 Labor Day 
celebration in photos. 

This archive has print-qual- 
ity photos and is fully search- 
able. Instructions for searching 
these PDF files are included 
in this archive in a file named 
“Searching WithAcrobatReader. 
htm” in the “NewsReviewAr- 
chive”? directory. 

The PDF files are orga- 
nized into directories named 
for each calendar year; e.g., 
“GNR_ 2007.” One may access 
newspaper issues by explor- 
ing these directories or by us- 
ing the html-format (browser) 
menu.

Library of County History 
Official Opening Is May 31

Present at the official Green- 
belt opening of the Frederick S. 
DeMarr Library of County His- 
tory on Saturday, May 31 will be 
the sister and brother of the late 
collector of county books and 
memorabilia for whom the facil- 
ity 1s named — Louise Tatspaugh 
of Hyattsville and Robert DeMarr, 
who is coming from his home in 
Florida. They will participate 
in the ribbon-cutting ceremony, 
to take place around 3 p.m. at 
the doorway of the two-room 
suite that houses the relocated 
and newly-refurbished library on 
the lower level of the Greenbelt 
branch of the Prince George’s 
County Library. 

Previously the DeMarr library 
occupied a basement space at 
Marietta, the home in Glenn Dale 
of early 19th-century Supreme 
Court Justice Gabriel Duvall. 
Now owned by the Maryland- 
National Capital Park and Plan- 
ning Commission, the Duvall 
home still houses an office for 
the Prince George’s County His- 
torical Society, which owns and 


supervises the library. 

Saturday afternoon’s events 
will begin with a reception and 
book signing at 1 p.m. in Room 
201 of the Greenbelt Commu- 
nity Center. Some 13 authors or 
editors of books of local history 
have been invited to attend and 
to talk briefly about their works, 
which will be available for pur- 
chase and signing.

supplement, published respec- 
tively in relation to the 50th and 
60th anniversaries of the city’s 
founding and Cathy D. Knepper’s 
“Greenbelt, Maryland: A Living 
Legacy of the New Deal.”

Vietnam 

Memorial Day celebrates vet- 
erans from all wars and conflicts 
but the motorcycle event from 
the start was directed toward 
those who fought in the Viet- 
nam War. 

Those under 40 years of age, 
while certainly respectful, prob- 
ably wonder about this huge 
outpouring of emotion expressed 
annually for a distant and some- 
what small conflict in a very 
far-off land. I have found that 
regardless of political affiliation 
or feelings about the efficacy of 
that conflict or of wars general- 
ly, those of my generation real- 
ized that a terrible injustice had 
been done to these particular 
veterans. As the country was 
literally torn apart politically 
Over support or disdain for the 
war, some of the anti-war fervor 
was heaped onto the more than 
500,000 service personnel serv- 
ing in the war. 

When the conflict ended, 
there were no parades and no 
celebrations of the sacrifices 
made by these mostly young 
and brave men as well as wom- 
en nurses and support person- 
nel. Recognition by President 
Reagan for those who served in 
Vietnam and the building of the 
Vietnam War Memorial marked 
a change in regard for those 
who served in that conflict. 

I did not serve in Vietnam, 
although I was drafted into the 
service and served stateside 
from 1967-69. My personal 
respect for all who did serve in 
any conflict is immense. It was 
nice to spend a day with others 
who feel the same and were 
willing to express it in some 
small way. 

Memorial 

We got in the line that 
walked past the wall with its 
simple, un-illustrated listing of 


the more than 58,000 names 
of service personnel who died 
as a result of injuries received 
there. The path was nearly 
clogged with ribbons, flowers 
and various handcrafts tenderly 
placed at the base of the tablets 
containing the names of loved 
ones. Although you couldn’t 
see all the tears that had been 
cried that day, you could feel 
them some 30-odd years after 
the casualties had ended. There 
were also official wreaths and 
other markings of remembrance 
placed in the grassy area by 
various military agencies and 
units and by veterans’ groups. 

It is satisfying today to see 
that perhaps the Vietnam con- 
flict and the aftermath did, in- 
deed, teach us at least one les- 
son. Even if you are most 
decidedly against the current 
conflict in Iraq, those who sacri- 
ficed their time with family and 
those who gave the supreme 
sacrifice should be celebrated, 
not vilified. 

One T-shirt in particular 
expressed the sentiment well. 
Next to a picture of a soldier 
near the grave of a buddy were 
written the words “All Gave 
Some, Some Gave All.” 

Perhaps the younger genera- 
tion will have a ride to a future 
memorial that will celebrate the 
sacrifices made by the mostly 
young service men and women 
fighting in Iraq and Afghani- 
Stan.

Notice of Charter Amendment Resolution No. 2008-1 


At its regular meeting of May 12, 2008, the City Council adopted a 
resolution to amend the City Charter. As required by state law, this 
resolution will be posted in its entirety for 40 days, until June 21, at the 
Municipal Building, as well as on the City’s Web site at www.greenbelt- 
md.gov. A copy may also be requested of the City Clerk. The charter 
amendment will be effective on July 1, 2008, unless a proper petition to 
submit the amendment to the voters on a referendum 1s filed as permit- 
ted by law. This notice is given to provide a fair summary of the resolu- 
tion, as also required by state law. 


A Resolution . . . to Amend the Charter of the City of Greenbelt . . . by 
Amending Paragraph (d), “Powers,” of Section 12, Titled “Employee 
Relations Board” to Provide that the Employee Relations Board be 
Empowered to Hear Grievances Arising out of Collective Bargaining 
Agreements: Subsequent to a referendum question on the ballot of the 
2005 City election, the City Council amended the City Code to include 
a Labor Code for the purpose of recognizing the right of certain police 
officers to organize and bargain collectively. The Labor Code requires 
that all collective bargaining agreements (CBAs) must include a griev- 
ance procedure containing a provision for binding decision by the City’s 
Employee Relations Board (ERB). Since the existing powers of the 
ERB in grievance procedures were limited to making recommendations 
to the City Council, it was necessary to amend the charter to enable 
the ERB to address grievances arising out of CBAs as required by the 
Labor Code.

Tentative Budget Revisions 
Approved at Worksession 


Craze said realistically one could 
not be hired for another three 
months. Mach then proposed 
budgeting that position for three- 
quarters of a year instead of the 
half-year Davis had proposed, 
thereby reducing the size of the 
funds Davis had proposed adding 
to the city reserves. Davis agreed 
to this change. 
Police Vehicle 

With these two revisions, all 
members but Roberts expressed 
satisfaction with the Davis pro- 
posal. City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin commended Davis 
for her proposal but objected to 
deleting the replacement of a 
police vehicle. McLaughlin had 
proposed replacing eight vehicles. 

Councilmember Konrad Herling 
suggested keeping that replace- 
ment in the budget and reducing 
Davis’ proposal for purchase of 10 
additional Toughbook laptop com- 
puters. After discussion, it was 
agreed that nothing would change 
but that the city manager would 
have flexibility to make budgetary 
changes during the fiscal year. 

After Davis recetved commen- 
dations from other councilmembers 
(except Roberts) and the city man- 
ager, the meeting was adjourned. 
Herling commented that to make 
these changes without a tax in- 
crease was pretty impressive. 

Councilmember Edward Putens 
commended the mayor on achiev- 
ing the shortest final budget work- 
session on record. Whether it 
was that or not, the worksession 
lasted only about an hour and 15 
minutes. 

In and Out 
(For details see adjacent table.) 


Council-approved budget revi- 
sions include an increased staff 
estimate for the yield from the city 
hotel/motel tax and a decreased 
staff estimate for interest earned on 
city investments. A $61,100 pay- 
ment that had been anticipated from 
AIMCO to pay toward the cost of a 
police officer in Springhill Lake was 
deleted because of the expected sale 
of the apartment project. 

Also added was $10,500 for a 
contribution from Beltway Plaza 
to be applied toward the cost of a 
police officer. Council added in- 
creased fees for apartment inspec- 
tions and for commercial licenses. 
These changes netted added rev- 
enues of $29,900. 

For expenditures, staff had 
advised council there would be 
savings in costs for funding city 
pensions and in the cost of provid- 
ing insurance coverage. Council 
approved a $100 savings by clos- 
ing the Community Center on 
Thanksgiving and Christmas and 
a $23,000 savings by eliminating 
replacement of one police vehicle. 
On the other hand, council added 
funds for School Resource Of- 
ficers, an assistant in the Public 
Information Office (one-half year), 
an apartment inspector (three- 
fourths year) and a part-time ani- 
mal shelter assistant. Other addi- 
tions included costs for printing 
a four-page newsletter, overtime 
police coverage at Beltway Plaza, 
playground surface materials and 
donations to the Washington Ear 
and Meals on Wheels. 

Also added was an increased 
contribution to the Greenbelt Vol- 
unteer Fire Department and, for 
the first time, contributions to

Local Artists Jackson, Walker 
Exhibit Works at New Deal Cafe 


The work of two artists will 
be on display at the New Deal 
Café throughout June, featuring art 
by Joseph Jackson and photography 
by Sarah Walker. There will be 
an opening reception on Sunday, 
June | from 7 to 9 p.m. Refresh- 
ments will be served courtesy of 
Friends of the New Deal Café Arts 
(FONDCA). Bring a friend, meet 
the artists and view their work. 

A resident of Prince George’s 
County, Joseph Jackson has been 
an artist, illustrator and photogra- 
pher since 1979. He enrolled in 
commercial art classes in voca- 
tional high school. After gradu- 
ating he moved from southwest 
Pennsylvania to Maryland. He 
attended the University of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and received an 
associate’s degree in graphic de- 
sign. As an art student he studied 
several styles: African cloth paint- 
ing, rubber-stamp art, Indian paper 
sculpture and screen printing. 

Jackson then volunteered to 
teach at senior citizens’ facilities 
and in after-school programs. As a 
member of the Greenbelt Photogra- 
phy Club he has exhibited with the 
group and the club has invited him 
to demonstrate matting and framing 
techniques. Jackson also has taken 
many art classes at the Greenbelt 
Community Center and has exhib- 
ited his work in the center and at 
the Greenbelt Arts Center. 

His art has been viewed 
throughout the Washington metro 
area and in many foreign coun- 
tries. 

Jackson believes fun drives 
artistic creation and is always seek- 
ing new ideas and techniques. His 
exhibit “Dancing” will be displayed 
at the New Deal Café during June. 
The exhibit focuses on the beauty 
that dancing brings into people’s 
lives. The works will show sev- 
eral dance styles in various art 
mediums/techniques including oils, 
watercolors, mixed media, com- 
puter graphics, rubber stamps and 
photography. 

Sarah Walker 

Even as a child, Sarah Walker’s 
perfectionist streak caused her 
trouble. She often discarded her 
drawings in irritation and con- 
demned them to the trash for fail- 
ing to live up to the visions in her 
head. Years later when her artistic 
energies turned to photography, 
the chance to endlessly manipulate 
an image was a large part of the 
appeal. 

“Photography allows me to cap- 
ture a reflection of the existing 
world and share it with others,” 
says Walker, whose show of nature 
photography debuts in the month 
of June at the New Deal Cafe. 

While portrait and wedding 
photography has helped to hone 
her eye and sustain her professional 
growth as a photographer, capturing 
and interpreting the natural world is 
Walker’s passion. Many of the im- 
ages in the New Deal series were 
shot during a cross-country journey 
she took with a friend, touring 
several national parks. The beauty 
of the American landscape inspired 
her but capturing the texture and 
feel of these distinct locales was 
no easy task. “It’s a challenge 
to transform a three-dimensional 
world into a two-dimensional piece 
of art,” says Walker. “The art is 
in capturing not just the scene but 
the moment and how that moment 
feels.” 

Shooting in more than a dozen 
national parks, Walker has hiked 
many miles and logged more than 
a few backaches to get the shots 


she now calls her “babies.” While 
shooting photos of Australian fly- 
ing foxes for the National Aquar- 
jum in Baltimore, Walker actually 
climbed into an enclosure with 
these giant bats with a wingspan 
of up to five feet. Part of the joy 
of nature photography, she says, 
is the chance to feel closer to the 
natural world. 

A favorite image of Walker’s 
husband Mike is a photograph shot 
while she was crossing a mountain 
range in Yosemite National Park, 
an expansive image of mountains, 
grassland and sky. Pausing in that 
moment to set up the shot, she 


says, was a feeling that’s hard to 
describe. “I couldn’t believe how 
lucky I was,” she said. “It’s hard 
to talk about something like that 
without talking about a Higher 
Spirit.” 

While Walker’s photos of Yo- 
semite and other moments of 
inspiration in U.S. parks are on 
display, her more commercial 
work is online at www.sarahlane- 
photography.com.

To the Citizens of Greenbelt: 


As has been reported in this paper, the City of Greenbelt has 
been contacted by the American Civil Liberties Union (ACLU) 
raising concerns about the City’s election system. Realizing this 
topic is of great interest to the Greenbelt community, we, the 
City Council, wanted to provide an update on the matter. 


On February 29, 2008, the City of Greenbelt received a letter 
from Deborah A. Jeon, Legal Director of the Maryland Foun- 
dation of the ACLU on behalf of the ACLU and the Prince 
George’s County Branch of the NAACP. As stated, it was “to 
register our concerns about the City of Greenbelt’s municipal 
election system, and to offer to collaborate ... to undertake re- 
form that will make the system a fairer and more inclusive one, 
fully representative of Greenbelt’s racially diverse citizenry.” 
(The full text of the letter was published in the March 27, 2008, 
edition of the Greenbelt News Review). 


The letter goes on to say that “in order for City government 
to keep pace with its changing population, to truly serve its 
residents, and to meet its obligation under the federal Voting 
Rights Act”, the City should “consider changing its election 
system.” The letter closes by noting “there are different reform 
options to address this problem.” While mentioning that courts 
have directed changes to single-member districts, the letter also 
notes that there are “other alternative systems, such as cumula- 
tive voting or preference voting, that would achieve compliance 
with the Voting Rights Act while retaining the at-large election 
structure.” 


Since the February 28 letter, there has been one meeting, April 
8, between representatives of the ACLU and NAACP, the City 
Manager and the City Solicitor to open communications. At 
that meeting, it was stated that the Council was committed to 
listening to the concerns and had an open mind on the matter. 
It was explained that Council would want to hold a public work 
session on this matter but it might take some time to arrange as 
the Council was in the middle of its annual budget review. The 
groups understood this situation, but hoped a meeting could be 
set before the end of May. 


A work session was set for May 28, but soon after that, a third 
group, FairVote, began arranging for a community forum on 
the topic. The work of FairVote was outside of the discussions 
between the ACLU, the NAACP, and the City. 


As it has turned out, both FairVote’s community forum and the 
work session were postponed at the request of FairVote and the 
ACLU, respectively. A new date of June 30, 2008, has been set 
for the work session. We encourage all Greenbelters to attend 
the work session and hear and react to the concerns being raised 
by the ACLU and the NAACP. 


Our community pledge reflects Council’s approach to this impor- 
tant matter: “The strength of Greenbelt is diverse people living 
together in a spirit of cooperation. We celebrate people of many 
cultures, faiths, and races living together. By sharing together 
all are enriched. We pledge to foster a community which is 
respectful, safe, and fair for all people.” 


In that spirit, we are committed to listening to what the NAACP 
and the ACLU have to say with an open mind to make Green- 
belt the best community it can be. Thank you for your interest 
in this very important matter.
